Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1965. 


Once  again  there  is  a  small  rise  in  the  estimated  population. 
The  other  main  points  worthy  of  note  in  the  vital  statistics  are  first, 
the  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  brings  the  death  rate  for  Scalby  (9»5) 
well  beloT/  the  national  figure  (11,5).  Secondly,  there  were  3  infant 
deaths  -  about  the  average  for  the  last  five  years.  However  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  i, e,  the  number  per  1,000  live  births  is  28.3,  above 
the  national  figure  (19.0).  Such  comparisons  are  of  course  misleading 
where  the  number  of  births  is  substantially  below  1,000  per  annum. 


Measles  was  again  the  main  notifiable  disease.  In  addition 
there  were  7  sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  1  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


Finally  I  woiild  tnank  the  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and 
encouraganent  and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  ever- 
willing  co-operation.

Private  enterprise  continues  to  i'neet  the  housing  needs  of  the 
district,  A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  30  -  1  bedroom  bungalows  and  flats 
for  the  aged  complete  with  warden's  acconi'iiodation  is  being  prepared. 

Water  Supply 

Scarborough  Water  Underteiking  nov/  supply  the  entire  district  apart 
from  fam  dwellings  sited  on  the  outskirts  of  the  urban  area.  A  scheme  is 
now  in  progress  to  provide  mains  water  to  these  premises. 

v7ater  sa:nples  have  been  taken  regularly  during  the  fiscal  period. 

93  saiTiples  T/ere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination,  6  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  upon  subsequent 
examination  were  found  to  meet  the  required  standard.  The  supply  proved  to 
be  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  tine  district.  Two  samples  of  v/ater  were 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  resulting  in  satisfactory  reports. 

The  v/ater  supply  serving  the  district  is  of  tanporary  and  permanent 
hardness  and  therefore  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action.

Moveable  Dwellings 


Only  one  licensed  caravan  site  serves  the  district  i.e,  Pickerings, 
High  Mill  Paira,  and  is  occupied  during  the  sunmer  period  only. 

One  single  caravan  has  been  re-approved  under  Tovm  Planning  Acts 
for  a  limited  period, 

A  Youth  Organisation  was  in  carap  at  Beacon  Cottage  Pairn  for  two 

v/eeks. 

Twelve  inspections  were  carried  out  and  no  contraventions  v/ere 

revealed. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 


The  urban  district  was  served  adequately  in  its  entirety  and  a 
weekly  collection  maintained.  Outlying  farms  were  accamnodated  by  a 
fortnightly  collection,  ■’.'diere  practicable.  During  the  holiday  period 
shops,  hotels  and  boarding  houses  enjoyed  more  frequent  collection  as  and 
when  required.  Additional  refuse  necessitating  special  journeys  were 
treated  as  rechargeable  items. 

The  urban  area,  developing  as  a  residential  district,  necessitated 
the  augmentation  of  the  refuse  collection  service  v/ith  the  use  of  a  reserve 
vehicle  and  extra  staff.

I  was  instructed  to  advertise  for  tenders  for  a  nev  refuse 
collection  vehicle  of  50  cubic  yard  capacity. 

Refuse  Tip,  Bumiston  Road 

Additional  land  has  been  allocated  to  extend  the  present  tip  in 
a  westerly  direction. 

Salvage  Collection 


The  collection  of  salvage  v/as  accormodated  principally  by  the  use 
of  a  trailer  augmented  by  sacks  at  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  during  refuse 
collection. 

Weights  collected  and  disposed  of  were  as  follov^/s:-  waste  paper 
89  tons  12  cwts,  scrap  metal  2  tons  10  cv/ts,  rags  1  ton  9  C'»'h:s,  ascot  boilers 
9  and  gas  coppers  5. 

Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  I96I 


80  inspections  were  carried  out  (excluding  housing  inspections) 
and  20  nuisances  v/ere  discovered  and  abated  after  informal  action. 

Offensive  Trades 


There  were  no  businesses  carried  on  in  the  urban  district  which 
could  be  classified  as  'offensive  trades'. 

Glean  Air  Act 


No  atmospheric  pollution  was  evident  in  the  urban  district 
necessitating  the  declaration  of  any  part  thereof  as  a  'Smokeless  Zone'. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 


A5  inspections  were  carried  out.  2  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
found  and  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Rodent  Control 

The  district  is  served  by  tv/o  pant  time  rodent  operatives.  All 
treatments  for  rodent  infestation  were  carried  out  in  accordance  Avith  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Pood.  Surveys 
and  treatments  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  390  rats,  actual  bodies 
recovered  311. 

There  v/as  no  evidence  of  warfarin  resistance  in  the  rodent 
population  affecting  the  urban  district. 

Workable  Area  Comimittee  The  formation  and  continuance  of  this 
committee  has  proved  invaluable  in  the  furtherance  of  rodent  control  and 
much  useful  information  v;as  obtained  during  discussions  between  the 
representatives  of  adjoining  local  authorities.  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  officers  of 
the  Ministry  for  the  most  interesting  and  informative  lectures  v/hich 
created  healthy  discussions  on  occasion 

Se'wer  Manholes  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  test  baiting  of  the 
sev/er  manholes  in  the  area  revealed  no  infestation.

Meat  Inspection  lOQ^  inspection  v/as  maintained  during  the  period 
under  reviev/  necessitating  323  visits  v/hen  1,859  animals  and  carcases  v/ere 
inspected  resulting  in  the  voluntary  surrender  of  '3^  cv/ts  of  meat  and  offal. 

S laught erhous e s  Three  private  slaughterhouses  v/ere  licensed.  One 
unsatisfactory  condition  v/as  found  and  remedied.  No  contraventions  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  v/ere  discovered. 

Milk  Licences  The  North  Riding  County  Council  are  the  appropriate 
authority  v/ithin  the  urban  district  for  licensing  designated  milk. 

Farms 


Twenty  farms  are  sited  within  the  urban  district  80^  of  which  are 
milk  producing. 

Housing  Acts  1957-64 

90  houses  v/ere  inspected  necessitating  200  visits.  The  number  of 
unfit  houses  capable  of  repair  v/as  five.  These  v/ere  dealt  with  by  the 
assistance  of  Lnprovanent  Grants. 

Mopvtuary 


One  mortuary  is  provided  at  the  Council  Depot,  Moor  Lane,  Nev/by. 
This  mortuary  is  utilised  for  sudden  deaths  and  road  accidents  within  the 
Coroner's  area.  No  facilities  are  available  for  post  mortem  examinations. 

Sewerage  and  Sev/age  Disposal 


The  district  is  served  by  gravitational  sea  outfall  except  in 
isolated  positions  on  the  perimeter  of  the  area  where  45  farm  houses  and 
cottages  not  connected  to  the  sev/er  are  served  by  septic  tank  outfall. 

Sections  of  private  sev/ers  and  surface  water  drainage  were 
commenced  during  the  fiscal  period  serving  Glafield  Homes  Limited  at  Ridge 
Green,  Scalby;  Lady  Edith's  Park  Estate  (Charles  R.  Coates  Lmited)  and  The 
Orchard  off  Wreyfield  Drive,  Nev/by  (Oldfield  &  Deighton  Limited). 

Schemes  completed  during  the  year  Private  sev/er  serving 
development  at  North  Street,  Scalby  (k.  Mollekin)  was  commenced  and 
completed  during  the  year. 

The  development  of  the  Urban  District  is  of  comparatively  modem 
origin  and  all  nev/  buildings  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewerage 
system.

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Saxiitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  in  General 


Sporadic  surface  v/ater  flooding  took  place  at  focal  points  in  the 
Urban  District  during  the  months  of  October  and  November.  This  was 
occasioned  by  the  abnoimal  rainfall  experienced  during  this  period. 

The  sewerage  system  serving  the  district  proved  adequate  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  development  taJcing  place  in  the  area. 

The  remaining  section  of  Hillcrest  Avenue  v/as  metalled,  paved  and 
drained  under  the  Highways  Act  1959  (1892  Code),
